McMastersville Volunteer Fire Department donates equipment

After a decade and a half in exis- - {ox 
tence, the McMastersville Village 
Volunteer Fire Department is calling 
it quits. 

The fire department, owned and 
operated by Jo Ann and Earl Taylor 
in South Branch Township, has 
never fought a fire or wildfire in 
Crawford County since it was estab- 
lished in 1995, 

“We used to say don’t call us — 
we'll call you,” Earl Taylor said. 

The fire department adopted five 
and a half miles on McMasters 
Bridge Road from M-72 to North 
Down River Road, which covers 
4,500 acres in the Huron-Manistee 
National Forest. 

A pond was dug near the Taylor’s 
home, where water could be drawn 
to fight a fire. Equipment used to 
extract the water to fill a pumper 
truck or water truck was never used. 

“Tes full of frogs and things like 
that,” Earl said. 

The Taylors hoped to draw more 
interest in the fire department, but 
remained the only members since it 
was established. 

“We hoped that it would be a 
community affair, but we could 
never get any participation in our 
neighborhood, so it basically turned 
out to be Jo and myself,” Earl said. 

The fire department’s engine, a 
1964 Ford pumper truck, was 
obtained from the Buchanan Fire 


GRA seeks 
support for 


ski lodge 
replacement

The Grayling Recreation Authority is 
secking backing from the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners in hopes of 
replacing the lodge facility at Hanson Hills. 

The Grayling Recreation Authority 
(GRA) which manages and oversees opera- 
tions at the Hanson Hills Recreation Area, 
inquired about obtaining funding from the 
Michigan Department and Natural 
Resources and Environmental Quality 
(DNR & £) earlier this year. 

Justin Andre, the director of Hanson 
Hills, said DNR & E officials said that 
GRA did qualify for funding because of 
three issues. 

First, the GRA currently has a 20-year 
lease with the Department of Military and 
Veterans Affairs for the Hanson Hills prop- 
erty, which includes 277 acres. Andre said 
that state officials require a lease longer 
than 20 years before it funds a major proj- 
ect. 

GRA officials are currently seeking 
engineering and design plans to replace the 
lodge and other recreational facilities by 
2013. The current lodge facility was built 
around 1947 and was added onto over the 
years through the late 1960s. 

“That's an easy fix,” Andre said. “We're 
working with the Department of Military 
and Vetcrans Affairs to increase our }ease to 
a 30-year Jease.” 

Next, DNR & E officials want language 
removed from the GRA lease, stating that 
military officials would not use the area for 
encampment or maneuvering grounds to 
train troops for battle. 

“In the two World Wars and all the other 
conflicts, that rule has never been evoked 
and we've had a good rapport with the 
Department of Military and Veterans 
Affairs,” Andre said. 

Lastly, the GRA was secking a resolution 
from the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, stating it would (ake over 
its operations if the recreation authority 
ever ceased operations.

John Kuszak, a past wor- 
thy Grayling Eagles Club 
president and Golden Eagle 
who has been a member 
since 1976, pitched the idea 
to get the AED to the club’s 
board in March. 

Au automated external 
defibrillator or AED is a 
portable clectrome device 
that automatically diagnoses 
potentially life threatening 

vardiac arrhythmias of ven- 
tricular fibrillation and ven- 
tricular tachycardia in a 
patient, and is able to treat 
them through defibrillation, 
the application of electrical 
therapy which stops the 
arrhythmia, allowing — the 
heart to reestablish an effec- 
tive rhythm. AEDs are 
designed to be simple to use 
for layman, and the use of 
AEDs ts taught in many first 
aid, first responder and basic 
life support (BLS) level CPR 
classes, 

Like many people who 
propose an idea, Kuszak was 
asked to research getting a 
umt for the Eagles Club. 

The Grayling Eagles Aerie 
#3465 has 507 male mem- 
bers and its Auxiliary has 
309 female members. 

“Most of us are getting up 
in age now,” he said. 

Kuszak went online and 
found an AED grant, which

is provided through the five 
major manufacturers of the 
units. 

The grant allowed the 
Eagles Club to get the AED 
unit, valued at $2,500 from a 
firm called Medtronics, for 
$1,400. 

“It's a lot of money to 
spend for something you 
hope you never — use,” 
Kuszak said. 

Kuszak said the units are 


regulated by the government 
in case they are used acci- 
dentally on a person who is 
shocked who didn’t need the 
defibrillations. The manufac- 
turers verify where the units 
they sel] are placed annually. 

Kuszak said that some 
Eagles members were leery 
about getting the machine 
because of the liability. He 
said a training video would 


be played on the big screen.

television at the club daily or 
weekly when they are host- 
ing events to familiarize 
members with how the 
machine works. 

“The machine tells them 
what to do,” Kuszak said. 
“You don’t tell the machine 
what to do.” 

Kuszak said the main mis- 
conception people have is 
they can kill someone with 
the unit, when in fact the per- 
son is already dead. 

“You can’t kill somebody 
that is already dead, but you 
can save their life by bring- 
ing them back,” he said. 

Kuszak said the Grayling 
Eagles Club has lost three 
members over the last 40 
year to heart attacks. One 
member was Jeff Kaluza, 
who died while in his truck 
while plowing snow from the 
club’s parking lot. 

“It's something that we 
hope we never use, but if it 
saves one life it’s priceless,” 
Kuszak said. 

A former Crawford 
County Sheriff's Department 
Reserve Officer, Kuszak 
recalled responding to a call 
where a young teen got her 
pajamas or robe caught 
while falling off a swing. He 
did the CPR chest compres- 
sions, while retired Crawford 
County Sheriff's Deputy 
Dean Goss did mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation. 

“T tell you, it may have 
been 15 minutes, but it 
seemed like an hour and a 
half because it really takes 
the breath out of you,” 
Kuszak. 

Having an AED, which are 
now commonly carried in 
ambulances, police vehicles 
and kept in places where 
large crowds gather, may 
have been handy in that situ- 
ation. Kuszak said he and 
Goss were able to revive the 
girl, but she died later at the 
hospital because of internal 
throat injuries. 

“TF the two of us could 
have been working on her 
and Jetting the defibrillator 
do its job - who knows?” 
Kuszak recalled remorsefl- 
ly.

August 2 primary turned out? 

I sure was. 

I expected House Speaker Andy 
Dillon to win a close race for the 
Democratic nomination for gover- 
nor. Instead Lansing Mayor Virg 
Bernero won by 90,000 votes. 

I expected Attorney General 
Mike Cox to become — the 
Republican nominee. He finished 
third in the GOP ficld of five, trail- 
ing US Rep. Pete Hockstra by 
40,000 votes and winner Rick 
Snyder by 140,000 votes. 

So much for Almanack punditry. 

Of course, | was mostly reflect- 
ing polls conducted the week 
before the primary which showed 
Andy Dillon with a comfortable 
lead over Virg Bernero among 
probable Democratic voters, and a 
too-close-to-call virtual three way 
tic among probable Republican 
voters among candidates Hoekstra, 
Cox and Snyder. ; 

[ also pointed out that an unrest 
among usual Democratic voters 
over their choice between candi- 
dates Dillon and Bernero could 
cause some Democrats to cross 
over the line and pull the lever for 
“that nerd guy” and apparently 
many did switch to. self-pro- 
claimed nerd Rick Snyder. 
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And I also mentioned that a cou- 
ple of usually talented and know- 
ing political observers had report- 
ed a stampede of Democratic vot- 
ers into the Berncro column in the 
closing hours of the campaign, 
although | paid such reports slight 
confidence.

AS TO WHAT happened to the 
Cox campaign, I’m still trying to 
figure that one out. In the way 
early stages, | had figured the final 
would be Republican Mike Cox 
against Democratic Lt. Gov. John 
Cherry in the November show- 
down. After Mr. Cherry dropped 
out early in the going, F still 
thought Mr. Cox would win on his 
side, but maybe the urban legend 
of the Manoogian Mansion party 
held more sway among voters than 
1 expected. 

Maybe it was a voter aversion to 
“politics as usual” this year — 
which also played into Mr. 
Snyder’s winning hand — and 
maybe Mike Cox’s negative TV 
ads which spent about half the 
ume deriding Pete Hoekstra before 
focusing on the pro-Cox side of 
the picture hurt rather than helped. 
In my view, the Cox ads helped to 
bring down Mr, Hockstra.

mination among organizational 
Democrats and labor union politi- 
cal agents that Andy Dillon should 
not be the Democratic nominee 
under any circumstances, and Mr. 
Bernero’s self-starting bid for gov- 
ernor was the obvious beneficiary. 

PRIMARY TURNOUT was 
only about 20 percent of the total 
of registered Michigan voters. 

Almost twice as many voted in 
the Republican primary as for 
Democrats. Republican turnout 
was 1,045,335, according to early 
figures, while Democrats turned 
only 527,439. 


How many of the million 
Republican votes came from 
Democrats and independents 


crossing over can only be conjec- 
tured, but there probably were 
plenty. 

Mr. Bernero’s 308,864 votes, for 
example, would have finished only 
second in the Republican primary 
behind Mr. Snyder’s winning 
380,720 votes, which, of course, 
would have won the Democratic 
primary, too. 

The preliminary final 
Republican figures were: Snyder 
380,720, Hoekstra 280,593, Cox 
239,927, Michael Bouchard 


127,112, and Tom George 16,983. 


Preliminary final Democratic 
votes were Bernero 308,864 and 
Dillon 218,575. 

The heavy Republican vote in 
the primary does not guarantee an 
equally heavy dominance among 
voters in November, but it proba- 
bly warms many GOP hearts at the 
moment. 

* * x 

NOW WHAT happens? 

The first post-primary poll 
favored Rick Snyder with 49 per- 
cent support and Virg Bernero with 
37 percent, which generally fol- 
lows what the voters had just 
decided in the voting booths. 

The two sides already are argu- 
ing about campaign debates. Mr. 
Bernero wants at least eight, and 
Mr. Snyder wants only three. Such 
a divergence usually means that 
the candidate who’s behind wants 
more debates, and the one who’s 
ahead wants as few as possible. 

It should be noted candidate 
Snyder skipped several pre-prima- 
ry debates among the five 
Republican candidates, saying he 
preferred town hall type meetings 
where he could speak directly with 
voters. However, precedent almost 
demands at least some debates

between the final candidates. 

. Campaign debates, of course, 
are not debates at all but rather 
joint appearances. Clever candi- 
dates — and candidates must be 
clever to win nomination in the 
first place — usually succeed in 
turning them to their advantage. 

In Bernero-Snyder debates, we 
can expect Mr. Bernero to be an 
attack dog, quick with quips and 
snappy sound-bites, and Mr, 
Snyder to be more steady and 
solid, emphasizing program and 
staying far away from personali- 
ties. 

Usually in debates, positions 
and programs will not be as firmly 
etched in the minds of voters as 
will impressions of the candidates, 
especially noting their personali- 
ties. 

{n many ways debates serve no 
significant informational purpose 
... but they can be vital for the 
impressions of the candidates they 
help create.

Adequate Yearly Progress 


All of the Crawford 
AuSable School District 
schools achieved Adequate 
Yearly Progress (AYP), 
according to a report from 
the Michigan Department of 
Education.

ARTICLE |: NAME OF AUTHORITY 


The name of the corporation is the Crawford County Transportation 
Authority, hereinafter referred to as the Authority of CCTA. 


There are two (2) incorporating political subdivisions. 


1. The County of Crawford, with its offices located at 200 West Michigan 
Avenue, Grayling, Michigan; 


2, The Township of Grayling, with its offices located at 2090 Viking Way, 
Grayling, Michigan. 


ARTICLE Ill; INCORPORATORS’ NAME AND MAILING ADDRESS 


The name and address of the incorporators are: 


1. The Crawford County Board of Commissioners, 200 West Michigan 
Avenue, Grayling, Michigan 49738; and 


2. The Grayling Township Board of Trustees, P.O. Box 521, Grayling, 
Michigan 49738 


ARTICLE IV: AUTHORITY OFFICE & REGISTERED AGENT 


The initial administrative office of record for the Authority shall be 4276 
West North Down River Road, Grayling, Michigan 49738. The registered 
agent at that address is the Director of the Crawford County Transportation 
Authority. 


The purposes for which the Authority is created are: 


1. To, pursuant to Act 196 of 1986, as amended, plan, promote, purchase, 
acquire, establish, own lease, operate or cause to be operated, main- 
tained, improved, enlarged or modernized, a public mass transit system 
within the corporate fimits of the incorporating subdivisions; and 


2. To do all things reasonably necessary and/or proper for the accom- 
plishment of any of the above purposes. 


3. Reformulate and reorganize an existing Crawford County Transportation 
Authority established under the provisions of Act 7 of the Public Acts of 
1967. 


ARTICLE VI: AUTHORITY POWERS, DUTIES & LIMITATIONS 


The Authority is hereby empowered to do anything authorized or permitted 
by Act 196 of the Michigan Public Acts of 1986, as amended, (Act 196 of 
1986) and do any other lawful act reasonably necessary, proper, suitable 
or convenient for the achievement of furtherance of the purposes stated 
above. 


ARTICLE Vii: AUTHORITY ORGANIZATION 


The Authority is organized as a public transportation authority, a corporate 
body under Act 196 of 1986, and as such is a public benefit agency and 
instrumentality of the State of Michigan. 


ARTICLE Viit: AUTHORITY FINANCING 


The Authority is to be financed through grants of money or property from 
federal or state governments, other revenues from federal or state gov- 
ernments, local property tax, fees from riders, fees from contract users, 
financial contributions from federal, state, county, city or township govern- 
ments, and other miscellaneous sources. 


ARTICLE IX:_ BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


The policies governing business operations, property and affairs of CCTA 
shail be established by a board of directors. 


The Board of Directors shall be composed of seven (7) individuais. Five 
(5) of the seats on the Board of Directors shall be identified as seats 
wherein members shail be appointed by the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners. Similarly, the appointment of members for the remaining 
two (2) seats shall be made by the Grayling Township Board of Trustees. 
Such appointments shall be made from a list of candidate(s) submitted to 
them, respectively, by the CCTA Board of Directors. 


In the selection of Board Members, regard is to be given to selecting indi- 
viduals who represent a broad range of geographical interests within the 
County. The objective of attaining reasonable geographical representa- 
tion, however, is not intended to restrict any current, or future appointing 
entity, to the appointing of individuals residing within specific geographical 
areas. 


In the selection of Board members, particular regard is to be given to 
appointing individuals who possess skills and expertise which can be rea- 
sonably anticipated to enable the Board to carry out the development and 
oversight of program policy in an optimal manner. In this regard, skill areas 
specifically recognized by these Articles of Incorporation as being applica- 
ble to the task include, but are not limited to: accounting, law, private sec- 
tor management, public sector management, health care and traffic sate- 


ty. 


All Board members shall be over the age of eighteen (18) years, with no 
prior felony convictions. 


The term of office for members of the Board shall be for six (6) years. 


No member of the Board may be removed from office in the absence of 
just cause as defined within the Bylaws of the Authority. 


ARTICLE X: BOARD MEETINGS 


The Board shall hold at least an annual meeting, at such place and time 


as shall be fixed by the Board. 


The Board shall, at each annual meeting, elect a chairperson, vice-chair- 
person, and secretary, who shall be members of the Board. The Board 
shall have the authority to appoint a treasurer and recording secretary, who 
need not be members of the Board. The Board shall transact such other 
business as may be necessary at its annual meeting and shall fix the time 
and place for regular meetings. 


The Board shall keep a written or printed record of every meeting, which 
record shall be subject to the provisions of Public Act 267 of 1976, as 
amended (Open Meetings Act}. 


The Board shall adopt bylaws, policies and procedures it deems reason- 
ably necessary or proper for the conduct of the business of the Board and 
for accomplishing the purposes for which the Authority is created. 


The Board shall adopt and enforce rules, regulations and/or policies gov- 
erning the employees, property, and facilities under its jurisdiction. 


The Board may employ an Executive Director with such duties and author- 
ity as shall be determined by the Board. 


The Board shall adopt a system of accounts which conforms to the gener- 
ally accepted accounting procedures required by law. 


The Board shall authorize and direct that an annual audit describing the 
operation and financial condition of the Authority be conducted in accor- 
dance with generally accepted government auditing standards as promul- 
gated by the United States General Accounting Office and shall satisfy fed- 
eral regulations relating to federal grant compliance audit requirements. 
Copies of the audit shall be filed with the State Treasurer and the State 
Transportation Department. 


The Board shall prepare or have prepared an annual report regarding the 
operation and financial condition of the Authority, which shall be available 
to the public.
